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History  of  the  Yoncopin 


Yoncopin  is  the  local  name  for  the  American  Lotus  (Nelumbo  lutea),  a  large  water  lily  that  grows  exclu- 
sively in  areas  of  the  Mississippi  River  Valley.  Though  it  is  not  found  in  this  region,  legend  has  it  that  the 
flower  once  bloomed  in  the  marshy  areas  around  campus,  including  the  sleepy,  silver  bayou  remembered 
in  the  Alma  Mater. 

Centenary 's  yearbook  adopted  the  flower's  name  with  its  first  publication  in  1922,  following  the  sugges- 
tion of  Elizabeth  Burgess,  a  Centenary  student.  Elizabeth,  a  staff  writer  for  the  school  newspaper  and 
Associate  Editor  of  the  yearbook,  chose  the  name  because  she  found  the  Yoncopin  flower  to  be  emblem- 
atic of  the  "strength  and  beauty"  she  saw  in  Centenary. 

The  flower  continues  to  thrive  in  certain  areas  of  the  Mississippi  River  Valley,  and  on  rare,  remarkable 
occasions,  its  beauty  and  strength  can  still  be  found  in  the  silver,  sleepy  bayou  just  as  it  was  almost  90 
years  ago  with  the  Yoncopin 's  first  publication.

Dr.  Darrel  D.  Colson,  provost  and  dean  at  Centenary  College  of  Louisi- 
ana, has  been  selected  to  become  the  17th  president  of  Wartburg  Col- 
lege in  Waverly,  Iowa. 

Dr.  Colson  is  leaving  Centenary  after  seven  years  as  its  chief  academic 
officer  and  will  assume  his  new  duties  at  Wartburg  College  July  1. 

The  Wartburg  College  Board  of  Regents  announced  Colson's  selection 
today  following  an  extensive  search.  Colson  will  succeed  Jack  R.  Ohle, 
who  resigned  in  April  2008  after  10  years  at  Wartburg  to  become  pres- 
ident of  Gustavus  Adolphus  College  in  St.  Peter,  Minn.  Dr.  William  E. 
Hamm,  a  Wartburg  alumnus  and  former  president  of  Waldorf  College, 
has  served  as  interim  president. 

"It  has  been  a  remarkable  gift  to  work  for  Centenary  College  of  Louisi- 
ana^' said  Colson.  "I  was  fortunate  to  have  been  given  a  chance  to  serve 
here,  and  I  take  with  me  important  lessons  that  will  stand  me  in  good 
stead  for  the  rest  of  my  life.  I  have  often  said  that  Centenary's  faculty  is, 
pound  for  pound,  the  best  faculty  I've  yet  had  the  pleasure  to  work  with; 
and  I've  just  as  often  remarked  that  our  staff  is  motivated  by  a  level  of 
devotion  that  I've  rarely  seen!' 

Centenary's  president,  Dr.  Ken  Schwab,  said  of  this  news,  "Dr.  Colson 
has  been  an  outstanding  leader  of  our  academic  programs  during  his 
years  on  our  campus.  He  has  worked  with  integrity  and  grace  and  has 
the  respect  of  the  faculty  and  the  entire  college  community.  He  will  be 


missed  as  he  pursues  this  exciting  opportunity  to  serve  as  a  college  pres- 
ident. He  is  a  good  friend  and  I  wish  him  all  the  best  as  he  and  Christy 
enter  this  new  chapter  of  their  lives!' 


Colson  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  from  LSU,  and  then  took  his  master's 
and  Ph.D.  in  philosophy  from  Vanderbilt  University.  Before  coming  to 
Centenary,  he  had  held  the  Fletcher  Jones  Chair  of  Great  Books  at  Pep- 
perdine  University  in  Malibu,  Calif. 

Colson  arrived  at  Centenary  in  2002  as  provost  and  dean.  In  that  role, 
he  oversaw  all  academic  programs,  institutional  research,  information 
technology,  admissions,  financial  aid,  the  registrar's  office,  intercultural/ 
international  study,  service-learning,  academic  support,  the  Christian 
Leadership  Center,  and  the  Meadows  Museum.  Even  as  an  administrator, 
he  continued  to  teach  a  philosophy  class  every  year. 

"I  have  long  been  drawn  to  the  values  and  character  of  Lutheran  higher 
education,  and  I  have  long  held  a  very  high  opinion  of  Wartburg  Colleger 
Colson  said.  "As  I  became  more  deeply  involved  in  this  search  process, 
learning  more  and  more  about  Wartburg's  specific  mission  to  educate 
students  whose  leadership  and  service  express  their  learning  and  faith,  I 
knew  that  our  values  — mine  and  Wartburg's  —  were  a  perfect  match!'

Dr.  Bukoff  held  both  a  Ph.D.  in  Musicology  and  an  M.L.S.  in  Library  and  Information  Science.  His  bachelors 
degree  in  Music  History  was  from  Chapman  College  and  his  advanced  degrees  were  from  Indiana  University 
and  Cornell  University.  Before  coming  to  Centenary  College,  Dr.  Bukoff  was  Administrator  for  the  Butler 
Library  at  Mansfield  University  in  Mansfield,  Pennsylvania. 

A  talented  bassoonist,  Dr.  Bukoff  gave  regular  faculty  recitals  and  performed  with  regional  symphonies  in 
the  Ark-LaTex.  He  also  played  both  oboe  and  English  horn  with  organizations  such  as  the  Shreveport  Met- 
ropolitan Band.  A  composer  as  well  as  a  performer,  Ron  Bukoff  wrote  a  number  of  works  for  bass-baritone 
and  bassoon,  and  edited  other  works  for  bassoon  and  voice.  He  published  articles  in  a  number  of  scholarly 
periodicals  related  to  the  field  of  library  science  and  of  popular  culture,  and  was  a  frequent  presenter  at  confer- 
ences such  as  the  Music  Library  Association.  He  was  a  regular  supporter  of  many  charitable  organizations, 
particularly  the  Special  Olympics  and  the  Southeast  Chapter  of  the  Music  Library  Association.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  Hurley  School  of  Music  Library  added  a  number  of  important  collections  to  its  holdings,  including  the 
David  Redwine  Opera  Recordings  and  the  Wayne  Sanders  Broadway  Sheet  Music  collections. 

Dr.  Ronald  Bukoff  was  much  loved  and  respected  by  his  students,  who  enjoyed  his  vast  knowledge  of  music, 
his  helpfulness  to  them  in  research  projects  and  his  quirky  sense  of  humor.  Rorfc  love  of  Hawaii,  his  cats,  his 
inexplicable  affection  for  all  things  flamingo,  his  loyalty  to  his  friends  and  his  stalwart  support  of  the  School  of 
Music  and  the  wider  musical  community  of  Shreveport  will  be  long  remembered  by  his  students  and  friends.

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Local  Campaigners'  Hard 
Work  Pays  Off

On  Tuesday,  November  4,  2008,  the  coun- 
try voted  for  the  next  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  Senator  Barack  Obama  won  the 
election,  winning  53%  of  the  popular  vote  and 
349  electoral  votes.  Senator  John  McCain 
won  163  electoral  votes  and  46%  of  the  popu- 
lar vote. 

In  October  2008,  The  Shreveport  Times 
reported  on  student  volunteers  at  the  local 
Obama  and  McCain  offices.  The  volunteers, 
including  Centenary's  College  Democrats' 
President  Nadine  Kaskas  and  former  Con- 
glomerate Editor-in-Chief  Versha  Sharma, 
were  working  12  hours  days,  seven  days  a 
week,  to  try  and  influence  Tuesday's  election. 
It  looks  like  their  efforts  paid  off 

John  McCain  might  have  won  Louisiana  with 
58.6%  of  the  popular  vote,  to  Barack  Obama's 
39.9%,  but  Obama  managed  to  carry  Caddo 
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Parish.  How  much  of  the  credit  for  Obama's 
victory  in  Caddo  should  go  to  volunteers  like 
Kaskas  and  Sharma  has  yet  to  be  determined, 
but  the  numbers  that  have  been  reported  so 
far  certainly  suggest  that  the  campaign  vol- 
unteers made  an  impact  on  the  results  of  the 
election. 

In  2004,  Bush  narrowly  won  Caddo  Parish 
51%  to  49%  over  Kerry,  by  a  margin  of  only 
about  3,000  votes.  This  time,  however,  it  was 
the  Democratic  candidate  that  had  the  3,000 
vote  lead.  Of  course,  this  doesn't  mean  that 
3,000  Caddo  voters  simply  switched  par- 
ties; there  were  newly  registered  voters,  as 
well.  But  as  only  1,300  more  voters  turned 
out  on  Tuesday  than  in  2004,  it  appears  that 
at  least  2,100  people  who  would  have  voted 
for  George  W.  Bush  in  2004  voted  for  Barack 
Obama  in  2008. 


This  marked  a  slight,  but  evi- 
dently crucial,  change  in  voting 
patterns  in  Caddo,  and  this 
change  was  enough  to  help 
Obama  carry  the  parish.  In 
Bossier  Parish,  however,  vir- 
tually nothing  changed  in  the 
split  between  Democrats  and 
Republicans  between  2004 
and  2008,  with  the  COP 
receiving  around  70%  of  the 
parish's  vote  in  both  elections. 

More  data  will  be  needed 
before  analysts  can  determine 
whether  or  not  the  18-20  and 
21-34  age  groups,  who  typi- 
cally have  the  lowest  voter 
turnout,  cast  their  ballots  in 
greater  numbers  in  this  elec- 
tion. In  the  2004  election, 
only  around  53%  of  registered 
21-  to  34-  year-olds  in  Bossier 
and  Caddo  Parishes  turned 
out  to  vote.  Volunteers  for 
both  McCain  and  Obama  in 
Shreveport  are  hoping  that 
those  percentages  increased 
during  this  election. 

Ultimately,  though,  Shreve- 
port's  campaign  volunteers 
should  be  proud  of  their 
efforts,  no  matter  how  much 
or  little  effect  they  actually 
had  on  the  election  itself. 

While  there  could  be  many 
other  factors  that  contributed 
to  the  increased  Democratic 
vote  in  Caddo,  Sharma  was 
quick  to  celebrate  the  Obama

She  then  quickly  called  over 
fellow  campaign  workers  to 
share  the  news  amid  the  cel- 
ebrations at  the  Obama  party 
at  the  Clarion  Hotel  Tuesday 
night. 

Just  how  much  of  an  impact 
experts  will  conclude  that 
Obama  volunteers  across 
the  country  like  Kaskas  and 
Sharma,  had  on  voter  turn- 
out has   not  been   decided. 


The  Obama  campaign  relied 
heavily  on  voter  registration  in 
many  states,  but  unfortunately, 
specific  data  on  the  number 
of  new  registered  voters  and 
percentage  of  new  voter  turn- 
out for  Tuesday's  election  in 
Caddo  was  unavailable  at  press 
time.  Estimates  predicted  that 
66%  of  total  eligible  Caddo 
voters  turned  out  to  vote  on 
Tuesday.  This  is  essentially  the 
same  as  in  2004,  when  66.6% 
of  registered  voters  cast  bal- 
lots in  the  election.  Overall 
Bossier  percentage  of  voter 
turnout  was  projected  to  have 
increased  from  66.8%  in  2004 
to  around  75%  in  2008.

On  November  15, 2008,  Centenary  students  joined  protesters 
across  the  nation  in  opposing  the  ratification  of  Proposition 
8  to  California's  state  constitution.  The  proposition  effec- 
tively banned  gay  marriage  throughout  the  state  by  defining 
marriage  as  a  union  between  a  man  and  woman  only.  The 
measure  added  a  new  section  (7.5)  to  Article  I  of  California's 
constitution,  which  reads:  "Only  marriage  between  a  man  and 

a  woman  is  valid  or  recognized  in  California." 

Students,  including  members  of  VOX  and  Outreach,  gathered 
with  protestors  from  all  over  the  city  in  front  the  Shreveport 
City  Courthouse  downtown  to  demonstrate  their  opposition 
to  what  they  considered  a  restriction  of  civil  rights.  The  protes- 
tors could  be  heard  shouting  such  slogans  as  "Cay,  Straight, 
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eral  speakers  from  the  LSUS  gay-straight  alliance,  PACE,  and     .  , 
PFLAC  encouraged  the  protestors  with  speeches  about  equal-    ii-

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Conduct  Review  Committee 

The  duties  of  the  Conduct  Review  Committee  include  consider- 
ing and  deciding  upon  all  cases  of  misconduct  referred  by  the 
Director  of  Residence  Life.  Allowable  penalties  include  suspen- 
sion and  expulsion.  The  committee  also  decides  upon  appeals 
resulting  from  other  non-academic  disciplinary  action.  If  a  stu- 
dent questions  the  fairness  of  disciplinary  action  taken  against 
him  by  a  judicial  officer  or  body,  he  or  she  should  be  granted, 
on  request,  the  privilege  of  a  hearing  before  this  Committee. 
Technical  aspects  of  the  Conduct  Review  Committee  and  its 
procedures  are  stated  in  its  guidelines.  In  the  event  a  student 
is  dissatisfied  with  a  decision  of  the  Committee,  he  or  she  may 
appeal  the  decision  to  the  Dean  of  Student  Life. 


Honor  Court 

Students  are  bound  by  the  Honor  System,  which  is  applicable 
to  all  academic  work.  The  Honor  Code  is  administered  by  an 
Honor  Court  of  studentjustices  who  are  elected  through  nom- 
inations from  both  faculty  and  students.  The  Honor  System 
assumes  that  honor  is  fostered  and  sustained  only  through  the 
willing  and  earnest  efforts  of  both  faculty  and  students. 

The  Honor  System  at  Centenary  is  a  classic  example  of  grow- 
ing student  participation  in  self-government  and  responsibility 
for  administrative  affairs  on  campus.  The  increased  freedom  it 
affords  gives  those  who  participate  in  it  room  to  grow  in  matu- 
rity and  responsibility  and  to  strengthen  qualities  of  honesty 
and  integrity.  The  Honor  System  in  its  basic  form  simply  states 
that  a  student  will  neither  cheat  nor  will  he/she  tolerate  cheating 
on  the  part  of  others. 

Students  are  introduced  to  the  principles  of  the  Honor  Code 
at  orientation,  and  the  complete  Honor  Code  is  stated  in  the 
Student  Government  Constitution  contained  in  the  Student 
Handbook.

March  26-29, 2009.

the  future  holds  for  this  fine  college 

I  count  it  a  privilege  to  have  served  the  faculty,  staff,  Board,  and, 
most  of  all,  the  students  and  alumni  of  Centenary  College  these 
past  18  years.  As  our  alma  mater  says,  "my  heart  will  love  thee 
ever!'
